• MOSQUITOES AND LEPROSY. 
With the suggestion that steps be 


taken for the wiping out of the mos- 
quitoes, comes the Intimation that the 
pests cannot be done aw'ay with, as they 
breed in the taro patches, and the oil 
which will kill them as surely as It is 
applied to the surface of the water, 
will kill the taro. 
In this connection 


there is a duty in front of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, which is to flnd a 
substitute for kerosene, In some vege- 
table oil which will kill the mosquito 
and yet will not Injure the taro.or rice, 
which may be planted In the marshes. 


There^are surely vegetable oils which 


would have the same effect upon the 
organism of the embryo mosquito, as is 
ascribed to petroleum. There would

from

means of perfectly ridding the Islands 
of the annoyance which has a great 
effect upon the coming here of visitors 
from the eastern states.

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IN TIE POST 


Had Caused Delay 


In Dispatch of 


Mails. 


The fumigation of all mails from the 


mainland will be discontinued entirely 
in the future, the health conditions at 
San Francisco and In the States -war- 
ranting this action. 


It was for some time the practice to 


fumigate all malls sent here from the 
mainland Immediately upon their ar- 
rival, because of contagious diseases 
prevalent in San Francisco and the in- 
terior. There waa often a long delay 
in the distribution and delhery of mail 
on that account, until the mall bags 
had been thoroughly disinfected. Com- 
plaints of this delay naturally folllowed 
and finally, while it was thought un- 
wise to discontinue the fumigation al- 
together, a way out of the difficulty sug- 
gested Itself, m having that work done 
at San Francisco before the malls were 
put on the steamers. At the suggestion 
Of the Board of Health Dr. Cofer wrote 
to the department at Washington and 
•ecured the necessary order for a fumi- 
gation of mails before leaving the main- 
land, and this has been done for the 
past month or more, at San Francisco 


Now the complaint over the delay 


comes from the other side of the ocean. 
By a recent mall. Postmaster Oat receiv- 
ed a letter from H. P. Tharall, superin- 
tendent of the Eighth Postal Division, 
with headquarters at San 
Francisco, 


saying that the fumigation of malls at 
that point was causing delay In forward- 
ing the malls to Honolulu, and that they 
were likely to miss the steamers aJO-

It seems from the letter written to 


Postmaster Oat that often times It is 
bard work to make connections between 
the fast trains and the steamships, which 
are often held for a short time to catch 
the English mall. In such cases there Is 
no time left for the postal authorities 
to take the necessary precautions, as re- 
quested by the Board of Health here, 
and It la a case of either missing tbe 
boat or dispensing with the fumigating 
process. In tbe case of the transport 
Warren, Superintendent Tharall writes 
that he was unable to make the steamer 
with part of the mall, and he forwarded 
a request to Postmaster Oat to have the 
order rescinded, at least at the San 
Francisco end of the line. 


In compliance with 
bis instruction, 
Postmaster Oat sent a copy of the letter 
to President Sloggett of the Board of 
Health, with a request for such action 
as he saw fit, and the latter then went 
to Dr. Cofer asking him to again write 
to Washington to have the former order 
rescinded, as the Board believed it to be ; 
no longer necessary In view of the im- 
proved health conditions at San Fran- ' 
clsco, and other places in the States. 
Consequently Dr. Cofer addressed a letter 
to the department at Washington, and 
the order for fumigating the malls at 
San Francisco has probably by this time 
been rescinded. The action of Presidant 
Sloggett in this matter was approved bv 
the Board, and hereafter the malls will 
escape fumigation both in San Francisco 
and Honolulu. 


This will make Impossible any fu-ther 


delay on that account, and the mails 
will in the future probably be dispatch- 
ed with less delay than ever.

Refined.—Because the country allow- 


ed Its supplies of refined sugars to run 
low there has been a large and steady 
demand during the week which refiners 
have been unable to meet without delay 
In several grades of the softs. This de- 
lay in some cases is ten days, and even 
an advance of 5c. per 100 Ibs. on grades 
Nos. 
4 to 8 did not help matters. At 


the close, however, demand fell off and 
grades 4 to 8 are shaded 5- points with- 
out changing the list prices and notice 
Is given that all guarantees will expire 
Sept. 30, and applying to all sugars in 
transit at that time-as well as to those 
not shipped. Balance of contracts In 
force will then be billed at the contract 
price Without regard 
to the market 


price. This is an Indication possibly 
of preparation for change of prices In 
October If not sooner. 
Such change 


should naturally be downward under 
continued bad conditions of the raw 
market and increased competition from 
the marketing of the domestic beet su- 
gar crop which will then be beginning. 
Buyers will continue the hand to mouth 
basis, but trade should be good the re- 
mainder of this month.

were only 232 orders sold In the three 
months, the amount of money being 
J4.148.79, durlngr the present year there 
has been a total of J15.162.99, trans- 
ferred In 469 orders. 
While these figures show a great 


business done by this office in the 
.sending out of money, there is even a 
more tremendous showing In the local 
payments. 
There was only 1178,487.52 


paid out during the three months of 
1900, 
but the payments which are rec- 


orded for the past quarter amount to 
{478,268.62. The numbers of paid orders 
Involved were. In 1900, 5,091, and this 
year, 12,559. 
Honolulu Is the clearing house for 


the other offices of the Islands, some- 
thing like sixty in number, and these 
transmitted to the officials here during 
the three months Just past, $493.492.36 
In cash. This class of business has in- 
creased to an enormous extent since 
the national government took over the 
postal business. There is a constant 
stream of orders being cashed at the 
local office, and the business done taxes 
the force on steamer 
days. 
While 


there are no more of the extremely 
large transactions which marked the 
opening days of the- advent of 
the 


United States system, the use made of 
the office here Is greater In propor- 
tion than In any ordinary office on the 
Mainland. Mr. Z. T. Banks, the ex- 
pert sent here from Portland to organ- 
ize the business, says that the use 
made of this branch of the service Is 
extraordinarily 
extensive, and that 


there are often orders for Issues ag- 
gregating $1,500 for one purchaser. 


Since the first few months the banks 


have not felt the competition of the 
postoffice In the matter of exchange. 
The result of the introduction of the 
lower rates of the government had the 
effect of cutting down the bank rate 
for exchange. The rate was made the 
same as the postal charge to San 
Francisco, but to New York It 
was 


permitted to remain at a slightly 
higher figure. Since the 
first 
flurry 


there has been a settling back of thfe 
business until according to one banker, 
there has been a complete resumption 
of the old course, and the belief is 
that there would be Just as much 
business done, If the former rates ob- 
tained.

The news of the death of 
the young man, who waa well known to 
many persons of this city, wa» brought 
yesterday morning by the steamer Kalu- 
lanl. H. R. Hitchcock of this city, know- 
Ing that his brother was seriously ill,

sending a telegram ftarly that morning, 
but failed to learn of the fatal termina- 
tion of the attack until the mall arrived. 


Mr Hitchcock had been In delicate 


health slnce his return from Cornell Uni- 
versity In 1831, having twice suffered at- 
tacks which were almost fatal, and his 
death was due to a recurrence of dysen- 
tery, winch seemed to follow 
his 
ex- 


periences on the mainland. While In 
Ithaca, N. T , be was stricken with pneu- 
monia, which so weakened him that he 
was compelled to give up hla career and 
come home a' once. Here his stomach 
neemcd to give out, and he was constant- 
ly suflTerinir from It, bl« most severe 111- ' 
ness being some two years ago, wuen for | 
a lone time be was confined to hl> bed t 
at the Qaeen's hospital, and later at the 
home of hla brother.

As 
the trouble with the electric wires OB 
Tuesday night arose from the branch- 
es wearing off the insulation, the Ha- 
waiian Electric Company decided yea- 
terday morning to literally take the 
bull by the horns and eradicate this 
source of danger. 
Palms, algarobas, 


fancy foliage trees, or anything that 
in the least way brushed against tbe 
•nlres, were sharply pruned. 
The work started at tfie corner of 
Alakea and King streets yesterday, on 
the King street stretch, and continued 
along that thoroughfare to the WaikUsl 
turn. The heavy mass of foliage In the 
trees fronting the Capitol grounds, 
where much trouble was experienced 
during Tuesday night's storm was\re- 
moved. Pedestrians were In 
danger 
yesterday while walking along the 
sidewalks of the residence 
districts. 
The limbs were falling on every side, 
and it was a good dodger who manag- 
ed to escape. 
The company tried to 


clean up the debris quickly, the whole 
available force of men berng put to 
work. 
The wires were all repaired yester- 


day except some on Nuuanu and lat- 
eral streets, and in a few outlying dis- 
tricts.
